KING. HONORS MARCON. 


Makes driventor a Knight of the 
_* Mictorian Order. 
; Special Cable to THE New YORK Timms. 

LONDON, July 25.—The King re- 
ceived ‘William: Marconi at Bucking- 
ham Palace yesterday and conferred 
upon him the honorary knighthood of 
the Grand Cross of the “Royal Vic- 

This \is’ the newest order of knight- 
hood, dating from 1896. It has five 
classes, of which the Grand Crogs of 
the Victorian. Order is the highest. 
The’ English::members of this. class 
take the title “Sir,” but honorary 
members are. chiefly foreigners and do 
not use the title. 

The King’s action is understood to 
have “been the direct result ‘of ‘what 
happened at» the Marconi Company 
meeting this. week, when certain 
shareholders made an attack upon 
Godfrey Isaacs, the managing directar 
of ‘the ‘company. 

‘Signor Marconi, in.a speech at. the 
strenuously defended Mr. 
Isaacs, and then referred to his own 
position, saying: | 

“JI cannot refrain from telling you 

how. bitterly I have felt. the. associa- 
‘}tion of. my.name with ;those ‘political 
quarrels, with which you are all fa- 
\Imillar, and to all of which I am for- 
tunately a stranger.” 

He went on to say that he had often 
been tempted to return to Italy, his 
ative land, where, he’ could continue 
‘hig scientific pursuits independently 
of party politics or political, opinions. 

“I received a telegram calling me 
to Buckingham Palace,” :said Signor 
Marconi to’ THz New YorKE: Timus 
correspondent. “The King talked 
with me for twenty-five minutes on 
wireless telegraphy and all my latest 
discoveries and the application of 
them to the naval services. The King 
knew a very great deal on-«the sub- 
ject, ‘particularly about the -use of 
wiréless for naval purposes. As I was 
leaving ‘hig Majesty handed me the 
decoration of the order. 

“The King spoke very kindly to 
me about my work. I appreciate the 
honor. all’ the.more because his Ma- 
jesty found time ‘to confer it on me:at 
this busy. time. in.politics. .I am-the 
third. Italian .-to receive. the honor. 
The others are the .Duke of the 
Abruzzi and: the Marchese. di San 
Giuliano.”

because of disquieting advices that 
Russia was disposed to intervene in 
the conflict.

Meantime Germany was rocked with 
excitement and alarm coriparable 
only to the atmosphere which pre- 
vailed at the height of the Morocoan 
cMsis ‘exactly three years ago this 
week.

PUPIN EXPECTS A BIG WAR. 


Servian Professor Believes All Eus 
rope Will Become Involved. 


Michael I.. Pupin, Professor of Eilectro- 
Mechanics and head of the research 
laboratories of Columbia University, 
who ‘s the honorary Servian Consil 
Ge to the. United States (there is 
no Servian Minister here) as well as 
the leading Servian Im this country, was 


diplomatic relations between Servia and

“This is just what might have been 
expected as the outcome of Austria's 
thitty yeats of bruffing and bullyiig,”’ 
said Prof. Pupin. “Bhe has been thé 
aggressor for all this time and haé al- 
Ways been strivihg for the same object, 
and. that is ah outlet on the Aegean 
Sea, which méans the Mediterranean. 
Only for the Balkan wars this would 
have happened sovfier. Greece's acqui- 
sition of territory fronting the Aegean 
Bea made @ difference, of course, and 
while the Balkan ware were in. prog- 
ress; Austria’s plans were in abeyance, 
but“now she shows plainiy what she is 
after. It is a most shameful thing that 
this great, powerful country should be 
allowed to bully Servia and to oppress 
her as she has done.

Prof. Jenks Finds It Stronger Than 
in Gladstone’s Day.

Although it was originally planned 
as strictly an American congress, held 
here. only for the purpose of seeing 
London surgeons in action, it has as- 
sumed. an international aspect, and 
famous surgeons are coming from the 
principal capitals of Europe to give 
demonstrations of their favorite oper- 
ations. 

Thirty-three metropolitan hospitals 
have arranged demonstrations for the 
visitors, and it is predicted that a new 
world record for the number of oper- 
ations will be.made here during the 
week. Seventy-two rare operations are 
already scheduled for Monday alone.

CHINA’S LOST. NATIONALITY. 


Lord Bryce Says It Is Shown by 
Her Neglect of Her Monuments. 


LONDON, July 11.—It was a rather 
Pessimistic address that Viscount Bryce, 
the new President of the British Acad- 
emy, gave yesterday at the annua] méect. 
ing of that body, held in the rooms of 
the Roya] Society. 

Lord Bryce spoke of his recent trav- 
els. He said the general impression in 
this country was that as regards origi- 
nality the Japanese were in the first 
rank. Lord Bryce corrected that “* pop- 
ular fallacy.”” There was hardly any- 
thing in art, science, or literature, he 
said, that had originated in Japan. The 
Japanese had shown an extreme apti- 
tude in imitating, and, in some cases, 
improving what they had. borrowed from 
other countries, but of origiMmality there 
was none. In poetry, they had never 
risen.above the commonplace. . They 
were taking the greatest care of their 
national monuments, records of the dis- 
tant past, and in this they offered a 





“}welcome contrast.to their teachers—in 


all the arts—the Chinese. 

In China, Lord Bryce said, he found 
not the slightest desire to preserve the 
memorials of a noble civilization, almos 
as old as that of, Egypt itself. Nationa 
feeling haf neafly died out under the 
sway of tine alien Manchu dynasty, 
there was no likelihood of its revival. 
The revolution “carried out by a mere 
handful ‘of students trained in England, 
the United States, and Japan,’’ was a 
most remarkable phenomenon—the most 
remarkable, perhaps, in all history. 
China had changed. The . pa had 
gone, women’s feet potter: no longer com- 
pressed, opium -had ceased to be culti- 
vated, and, above an4 beyond all, the 
ancient system of examination for high 
official positions was being swept away. 
e. most curious..things in all China 
were the long rows of examination cells, 
not big enough tovallow the occupants 
to He down, in which the competitors 
used to be-interned for long periods and 
allowed to come out once in two or three 
days to stretch their legs. And the test 
of their merit for administrative posi- 
tion was the composition of poems of 
immense length, 

The most tragic thing seen by Lord 
Bryce in China was, he said, the total 
disregard by the people for their an- 
cient monuments,

RUSSIAN SPIES IN FRANCE. 


M. Bourtzeff Declares That -the 
Country Is Dominated by Them. 


PARIS, July 17.—The other day two 
Russians were arrested at Beaumont- 
sur-Oise. They had in their possession 
two bombs which they said they had 
intended to- use to wreck the Czar’s| 
train as it entered France. The bombs, 
however, proved to be mere fireworks 
and harmless enough if exploded at‘a 
distance of ten feet. The theory ad- 
vanced by the police is that they were 
intended to aid an anarchist demon- 
stration during the visit of President 
Poincaré in the Department of the 
Somme. 

M. Bourtzeff, the Russian publicist, 
who unmasked Azeff, the famous 
“agent provocateur” of the Russian 
Secret Service, has. another theory... He 
declares that the two Russians arrested 
are also ‘‘agents provocateurs,” and 
that France is dominated by them. The 
business of these agents, says M. Bourt- 
zeff, is to seek opportunities to make 
anti-Russian demonstrations, so that the 
French Government, which has of late 
been somewhat irdifferent to the pres- 
ence of political refugees, may exert 
itself and deport Russians who for vari- 
ous reasons have sought, asylum in 
France. : 

M. Bourtzeff declares in the, most 
emphatic manner that there is now no 
plot of any sort against the Czar, and 
he appeals to the French Minister’ of 
Justice to prevent Russian agents from 
persecuting, often with the aid .of the 
local police, Russian refugees in France.

CHILDREN. LIVE BY JUMPING. 


Curious Form of Labor Persists in 
English Pottery Region. 


LONDON, July.15.—From.the Midlands | 
comes the report of a still existing and ! 
remarkable form of child labor. It is 
mentioned by Dr. A. A.*Hill of Tunstall, 
Staffordshire, in the report of the Chief 
Inspector of Factories and Workshops | 
for 1918: Describing the work of chil-| 
dren who, working as handle-makers, ' 
earn a living in the potteries by jump- 
ing, he says: 

* Small and undersized boys and girls 
are usually engaged as handle-makers; 
in fact, many have to reach the .work- 
bench by standing on boxes or stools. 
The strip of clay for the handle is 
placed.in the hollow space between the 
halves of the mold, which is then, put 
on the edge of the bench, and the young 
worker, making a short spring or jump, 
presses with the full weight of his body 
upon the top of the mold, repéating this 
process 150 to 200 times per hour. 

“Great pain and tenderness,” Dr. Hill 
adds, ‘‘are thus induced, and - many 
young workers. have to give up the oc- 
cupation on account of their suffering, 
which: could easily be prevented by a 
little thought.”

We venture the prediction that the 
platforms of both the great parties in 
1916. will contain planks advocating 
woman suffrage, and that at least 
one of them will advocate it by na- 
tional Constitutional amendment. I} 
will be for them a question of hard 
practical -politics. ‘They ‘will do: it 
because they dare not do otherwise. 

This year the question comes up in 
séven States: Ohio, with 24 electoral 
votes; Missouri, with 18; Montaha, 
with 4; Nebraska, with 8; Nevada, 
with 3; North Dakota and South Da- 
kota, with 5 each, If all these States 
vote affirmatively, the 82 yates will 
be increased to 149. In five other 
States the proposition has passed one 
Legislature, and if passed by another 
must be submitted to the voters: New 
York, with 45 votes; Pennsylvania, 
with 38; Massachusetts, with 18; New 
Jersey, with 14, and Towa with 13. If 
these States vote in favor of suffrage 
277 votes will be cast by suffrage 
States-in 1916, and it takes only 265 
to elect, 

It is not, of course; at all probable 
that all these States will vote for 
suffrage, but that some of them will 
is hardly to be questioned. Even 
without them the situation has be- 
comé-a threatening ofte to politicians. 
The running to cover of ‘Messrs. 
CLARK and BrYan and lesser men is 
the first patter of the deluge. With 
the committal of both parties to suf- 
frage in the next campaign the coun- 
try will be facé to face with the 
problem of the doubling of the elector- 
ate. The opponents of woman suf- 
frage have beén regarding the men- 
ace with tolerant laziness as one of 
the future. It is one of today; wo- 
man. suffrage, nation-wide, is actual- 
ly upon us. 


AN INQUISITIVE AGE, 

The American colony in Berlin made 
merry at the American Luncheon Club 
at the expense of the “ commissions 
of investigation” which visit Europe 
from this country and combine pleas- 
ure with,the work of inspection. Our 
compatriots in Germany should not 
irhagine that their annoyances are 
without parallel on this side of the 
Atlantic. There is a good deal of, 
reciprocity in these matters, and the 
sending forth of inquisitive officials 
has become a recognized feature of 
modern civilization. Qur Public Service 
Commission, now that it has the great 
subway work under way, is called 
upon to answer questions and to show 
the sights to an endless procession 
of inquirers from all parts of the civil- 
ized world.

It was observed. that the cats would 
mark the locatién of @ach nest fiear the 
house by the calls of young birds. when 
they were being fed by their parents, 
and then would make the rounds of 
these nests evéry day, watching for the 
young when they struggled to the 
ground, as most young birds do in their 
first effort at flight; These two cats 
captured practically all of the young 
from the nests of birds about the house, 
the number of young birds killed 
amounting to over fifty, to our knowWl- 
edge, in the course of thirty days. The 
cats were then killed, although we were 
extremely fond of them as pets. 

Cats do not catch young birds while 
they are rolled up comfortably purring 
in some one’s lap; their chief depreda- 
tions are carried on at a time when 
people who have danced the one-step 
until late are meking up for lost sleep 


in the morning.

While I agree with Mr. Upp in con- 
demning irresponsible,statistics concern- 
ing bird killing per cat, I nevertheless 
know it to be trué that the cats do 
destroy many birds. under certain con- 
ditions, as, for instance, in the more 
populous rural neighborhoods where 
spacious home grounds and gardens 
exist and where the domestic cat finds 
many opportunities for \cultivating his 
natural predatory habit of bird and, I 
agree, vermin hunting. By far the 
greatér number of catS are pampered 
and disinclined for that reason for ac- 
tive exercise, and seldom go far afield 
for food. 

Our birds happily are noticeably in- 
creasing in number, dvé to a more gen- 
eral and concerted interest in their 
welfare. The more common of these are 
the robin, thrush, catbird, the flicker 
and other woodpeckers, song sparrow, 
oriole, vireo, Phoébe bird,.starling, &c., 
and these with few exceptions become 
in the course of thé season quite tame 
and quite easily fall a prey to the cat. 
On the other hand, where such open 
temptation is ‘absent, it is a fact that 
mice and other field vermin are de- 
stroyed by cats, although here again 
certain birds do this also. On the whole, 
I trust that Mr. Upp will agree with

CARILLON CONCERTS. 


Beautiful Bell’ Music with Which 
Americans Are Little Familiar. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

I have just received from a BHuropean 
correspondent advance copies of pro- 
grammes which show that there are to 
be some unusually interesting carillon 
concerts in the belfries of the Low 
Countries this Summer. Few of our 
people are aware of the beauty of this 
music—which has. existed there for 
early or quite 400 years—and I venture 
to hope this letter may aid in bringing 
it to the notice of those who are going 
abroad at Ahis time.. It is certainly 
well worth hearing. 

The concerts to which I would draw 
special attention are -those: given each 
Monday evening in August and Septem- 
ber by Josef Denyn, in the great 
Cathedral Tower at. Mechlin, Belgium. 
Last Summer I was so fortunate as to 
hear two of these. Thousands came to 
théem from Antwerp and Brussele—Mech- 
lin is midway between these cities—and 
from all the country round. Many were 





‘there, tgo, from England and from evén 


more distant countries, : 

The concerts are maintained by the 
munieipality and virtually all traffic in 
the historic square is stopped. In the 
silence that prevails there descends upon 
the crowds a surpassingly beautiful 
music. ‘The forty-five bells of Mechlin, 
as in all Other Continéntal carillons, are 
atturied to e intervals of the chro- 
matic scale; a pitch rélationship for 
bells of which countries other than Hol- 
land and Beigium have little knowledge. 
Carilions in. concert are playéad by 
means of pedal and manual ¢laviers 
similar to those of an organ, Most of 
the Mechlin bells were made in 1674 by 
the renowned founder, Hémony, of 
Amsterdam. The quality of their tone 
is enchanting.

If the motorist does not wish. to limit 
his trip, the possibilities are endless. He 
may travel to Westport and Elizabeth- 
town, then westward through the beau- 
tiful Keene Valley and past the Cascade 
Lakes to Lake Placid and Saranac 
Lake. Branching out from. Saranac 
Lake are many. inviting routes. 

He may visit the Lower Saranac Lake, 
and follow the State road which par- 
allels its eastern shore through a forest. 
eighteen miles in length. The trees are 
especially large here, as the land is 
owned by the State and,no timber is 
cut. From the Saranac Club, at the out- 
let of Upper.

Well, be the future what it may, 
here is what July in Paris has brought 
forth: 

Brocades and silver cloths for even- 
ing gowns, and while we have been 
wearing taffeta and tulle the French 
have added metallic fabrics. Silver 
cloth was introduced by a handful of 
the very smart leaders of the high 
world over there, and immediately it 
was taken up by the exclusives, for it 
is not a fabric for every one. 

It is quite adorable in its present 
weave, as the manufacturers have 
kept. it supple and glistening, and with 
ite half veiling of tulle, and its touch 
of pink roses, or sometimes black ones, 
it makes a highly distinguished gown.

Sabotage. 


F. N.cia—Will-you please answer in 
Whe eolumns the following question: 
at a sabotage? 


—W' " you kindly - advise 
the deeinition derivation, and pro- 
nunciation of the word “ sabotage "’? 
Sabotage has been defined’ as “' strik- 

ing but staying on ‘the payroll.” It is 
the means taken by discontented -work- 
men to interfere with the machinery of 
their employer’s .production, and if’ pos- 
sible to force him to consider their de- 
mands without actually going on strike. 
Briefly, sabotage means poor work, done 
deliberately, with ‘the definite purpose 
of causing the greatest Possible annoy- 
ance to the’ employer. 

The French word: ‘“ sabotage’’ was 
first used in 1897, in a report to the 
Congress. of the ‘‘ Confederation Gené- 
rale du Travail,’’ which met that year 
‘at Toulouse: Literally, the word means 
** wooden-shoe age,” and it was coined 
by Emile Pouget and Paul Delassale, 
well-known French Anarchists, from the 
use of the phrase “ travailler a coups de 
Sabots," to work’as one wearing wooden 
shoes, which had long. been \expressive 
of the slow and clumsy worker. 

Probably the: first organized use of 
what we know as sabotage, however, 
was during the strikes in 1895-1897 of 
the British unions of workers engaged 
in the trades connected with the ocean 
transport ‘services. This use, as a def- 
inite policy of slow and inefficient work, 
was known by the Scotch plirase, ‘Ca’ 
canny,”’ which means‘ go slow,” or ‘ be 
careful not*to do too much.” It was in 
their reference’ to this-policy that Pouget 
and Delassale used the word. sabotage. 

What was to the British worker a 
simple, practical move became to the 
French labor leaders the basis of a 
definite theory: The British “ invented ’’ 
what we know as sabotage the French 
developed it. Men wrote long articles 
justifying it, and worked out various 
methods for its use.

NEW HOME AT RIVERDALE 


Among the artistic homes lately 
completed at Fieldston, the Delafield 
estate development at Riverdale-on- 
Hudson, is the residence designed by 
the architect, Dwight James Bauni; 
for his occupancy. 

Its motives are derived from the old 
Dutch Colonial fartmhouses. found 
throughout ‘Pennsylvania. It is built 
of tapestry brick and hollow tile, the 
first floor having its face brick laid.in 
Dutch bond and yellow mortar joints; 
while the second story, separated 
from the first by a small projecting 
roof, is covered with dight gray stuccv. 
The green shingle roofs come down to 
the ceiling line of the. porchés, where 
they are supported by large: stucco 
columns.

WATERFRONT RIGHTS. 


City May Prove Title to Ten Miles 
of Property in Queéns. 

The opinion handed’ down in the 
Nassau County. Supreme ‘Court by 
Justice Van Siclen last week confirm- 
ing the title of the Town of North 
Hempstead to land under water in 
Mott’s -Cove-at Port Washington .as 
against the:claim of Benjamin Stern 
has attracted considerable interest 
among realty owners in that locality. 
Mr. Stern had built a sea wall on the 
property below the low-water. mark, 
and the residents set up a claim 
against Mr. Stern as a trespasser. The 
town. officials based their action: upon 
old Dutch patents which gave the title 
to the town, while Mr.. Stern’s attor- 
neys claimed that the grant from the 
State was effective. The court’s de- 
cision was that the title is vested in 
the town. 

Almost the identical points are in- 
volved in the suits about to be brought. 
| to determine the ownership of valu- 
able waterfront property in Queens 
extending from Bowery Bay in the 
Long Island City section to Corona, 
Flushing, College Point, and White- 
stone. This waterfront extends more 
than ten miles, and it is held by many 
owners, some of whom have im- 
proved it. 

The time has arrived when the city, 
through its Dock Department, is con- 
sidering the proposition of improving 
this waterfront for. dock purposes. 
Representatives of the Corporation 
Counsel's office have been investigat- 
ing the titles of the owners. It has 
been found that some of the owners 
hold by virtue of grants made by the 
old town governments, while many 
others hold under grants made by the 
State. In that section which was 
formerly the old town of Newtown it 
has been found that the town had 
grants very similar to those which 
have been upheld. by Justice Van 
Siclen. 

The City of New York within the 
Borough of Queens has succeeded 
the town governments and hence 
whatever rights the town had now 
belong to the city. . Under these cir- 
cumstances it is possible that the 
city may not have to pay consider- 
able for the stretches of land along 
the waterfront- when the time comes 
for: improving .them. The land in 
question is now valued. at $1,000,000. 


Heavy Rails for Sea Beach Subway. 


Work on the Sea Beach Subway is 
progressing rapidly, at the rate of 
seven days a week. At several places, 
notably from Highteenth to Twentieth 
Avenue, two of the four tracks have 
been laid and additional trackage 
being. put in as quickly as the gradi: 
becomes completed. The retaining 
walls on the easterly side of the sub- 
way are almost entirely finfshed 
through Mapleton Park and the per- 
manent bridge at Nineteenth Avenue 
{is also nearly completed.

The proportion of the lot that may 
be covered by buildings also is almost 
invariably limited progressively, build- 
ings 6n corner lots in each zone being 
allowed to cover. more than those on 
inside lots. 

The older or inner city is the first 
zone or district. Here the highest 
buildings are allowed. 

They must not exceed the width of 
the street plus. about ten feet.. The 
number of stories is restricted to five. 
Here in the inner city, also, the great- 
est proportion of the lot may be coy- 
ered with buildings, three-quarters for 
the ordinary lots and five-sixths for 
corner lots. 

Factories are allowed, but they are 
discouraged: The city presents the 
appearance of being fully built up to 
a fairly uniform height. 

The outer city in-course of develop- 
ment grew in concentric rings around 
the inner city. This outer city is di- 
vided into an outer, an inner, and a 
country zone, in which the height of 
buildings allowed progressively de- 
creases and the amount of lot that 
must be left free of buildings pro- 
_gressively increases. 

In each of these zones are resi- 
dences, factories, and mixed sections, 
In the residence sections factories are 
forbidden. In the ‘factory sections, 
situated along the harbor and rail. 
roads, residences are forbidden. 

The building regulations ‘are com- 
plex, Height is only one/;of many 
factors—such as length, depth, mini- 
mum courts of various sorts, light, an- 
gles, &c, All these factors vary abso- 
lutély and proportionately in each 
zone, and all must be included in any 
calculation of house dimensions in the 
different zones. 

In Dresden the ordinances are some- 
what complicated. Many small com- 
munities have from. time to time been 
absorbed by the great; city. The same 
conditions exist in. them in “miniature 
as exist in Dresden itself. The pro- 
visions of the ordinances of Dresden 
as to its inner and its progressively 
outer districts must be applied to each 
of these minor communities, 

Another tendency in modern’ build- 
ing ordinances is to make rules for 
streets in addition to rules for district. 
It is recognized that the chief business 
streets should receive different treat- 
ment from the: minor business and 
residence streets, and the chief traffic 
streets different treatment from either. 

The allowed height and the amount 
of lot to be covered increases with the 
importance of the street and decreases 
very greatly the moment the principal 
street is left behind. 

The regulations, while based on the 
utilitarian purpose of providing light, 
sun, and ‘ventilation, have always 
shown a ‘certain regard for appear- 
ance. A wall that can be seen from 
the street must be finished to some 
degree like a facade. 

Thevheight regulations are intended 
to produce a uniform skyline. The 
effort'is also made to encourage neigh- 

ng builders so to construct their 
buildings as to throw their courts and 
yards together.

TRACE STOLEN AUTOS. 


English © Automobile Association 
Gives. Quick Aid to Members. 


Members. of the Automobile Associa- 
tion of Great Britain are being advised, 
when leaving their cars and motor 
eycles standing during calls, to take 
the necessary precautions for prevent- 
ing theft of car or accessories. Cases 
of stolén cars and motor cycles have 
recently become fairly numerous in 
England, Members are asked to tele- 


phone or.wire to the association par- 
ticulars likely to assist in identifica- 
tion. Such details are then , issued 
broadcast among the road patrols, who 
are enlisted in the ‘hue and cry, and 
instructed to glance at every passing 
vehicle to ascertain whether it is the 
machine looked for. 

The system in vogue by which the 
patrols note the numbers of all cars 
and’ motor cycles seén by them has 
on several occasions enabled valuable 
information and clues to be given to 
owners of stolen vehicles. It may 
happen that the thief, experiencing a 
breakdown, will ask for mechanical 
assistance from a patrol. This hap- 
pened very recently. A, motor cyclist 
was. being assisted by a patrol when 
}-the’ patrol noticed the makeshift 
fastenings employed oh tthe number 
plates. He quietly referred to a de- 
scription of a stolen motor cycle issued 
by the association and found that. the 
description tallied with the machine 
he was handling. He was successful in 
communicating with the police and the 
thief was arrested. 

A motor car. owner. may lose sight 
of ‘his car: foria few days, and er- 
‘roneously come to the conclusion that 
it is stofen. For example, a member 
left his car and chauffeur in North- 
umberland and took the train to Lon- 
don, instructing the chauffeur to come 
on by road. As the car did not arrive 
in five days, the owner utilized the 
associationh’s patrol system to track 
it. Within four hours of the informa- 
tion being handed in-a patrol stationed 
within eighty miles of the metropolis 
telephoned that the car had passed his 
sentry box going toward London, As 
the car. came south other messages 
arrived, and the owner was able to 
go out and meet it and receive the 
chauffeur’s explanation that his delay 
wee due to a series of roadside trou-

There can be’no question as to the 
pre-eminent claim of Leipsic to. be the 
seat of such an ‘exhibition.

Science and art, commerce 
and” industry, most important of all 
its book trade and production—-these 
are the foundation stones upon whith 
the city’s extraordinary progress has 
been built. 

The first impression which-the trav- 


eler gains upon his arrival-is that of ’ 


an international centre, for he alights 
in thé ‘greatest railroad station in all 
Europe, which is now approaching 
completion at a cost of about $30,- 
900,000. 
” ‘For centuries Leipsic has: maintained 
its lead as ‘the headquarters of- the 
Gernfan book-industry, a circumstance 
which is .closely..connected with the 
age (1409) ahd importance of:its great 
-niversity, where in-their day ‘studied 
. Leibnitz, a Lessing, and a Goethe. 
t now. numbers.about five thousand 
utudents, with a-Faculty. of:more than 
‘wo hundred. “In the Thomaskirche, 
~there Johann Sebastian Bach was 
choirmaster and organist, his- tradi- 
tions are still maintained; while the 
tewandhaus concerts under the ditec- 
ion ‘of Nikisch are among the most 
istinguished musical events on .the 
-ontinent. 
Upon grounds’ about half a mile 
~quare. are arranged ferty separate 
wuildings, in which are housed.the ex- 
hibits -of’ ‘sixteen nations. None of 
ese buildings.could «be called monu- 
mental, nor was it necessary that they 
should be so.

The Old Paper ‘Mill. 


In ‘a;second section typesetting and 
book and newspaper printing. ma-
